Change isn’t often completely evil. 
Even automation produces jobs. 
No machine 
has ever been invented that could be operated 
without human assistance. 
The vice president of a major oil company 
expressed the correct philosophy recently when 
he made a speech on “ Let’s Keep the Change.” 
He wasn’t referring to coins. 
He was alluding to the changing world and the 
necessity of business to adapt. 
Through necessity business today appears to 
adapt better to change than either the federal 
government of some labor unions. 
Sometimes the necessity is slow' in realization. 
For years the dairy interests succeeded in 
thwarting sales of colored oleomargarine in the 
nation’s largest milk producing states. 
The International Typographical Union has the 
New York newspapers in a straight jacket because 
it insists on all the profits from automation and 
successfully resists every effort to modernize 
production methods. 
The picture is so bleak 
that the New York Times has decided not to take 
the risks involved in giving New York a new 
afternoon newspaper. 
Government just keeps on imposing the rules 
or regulations ignoring change. In some instances 
the reason for imposing them is forgotten. How 
many Americans realize that the 40-hour week 
was designed to give more people work rather 
than provide more overtime pay? 
The oil company executive to illustrate his point 
told of stubborn candlemakers more than a 
century ago who drew up a petition against the 
unfair competition of free light. 
It asked for a 
law ordering the closing of all window s, skylights, 
shutters, curtains and blinds to compel the burn­ 
ing of candles. 
The feared competitor was the 
sun. 
Its light hurt the candlemakers’ business. 
The effort wasn’t much more ridiculous than 
some of the artificial protection businessmen 
occasionally seek today. 
If the candlemakers had been like modern busi­ 
nessmen they would have accentuated the posi­ 
tive. 
The romance of candlelight dinners would 
bt* the theme of advertising aimed at the women’s 
market. 
The oil executive expressed confidence that the 
industry can solve its own problems and that 
opportunities can be found in problems and 
changes. 
“ It’s good business,” he said, 
’to keep the 
change in marketing.” 
This is the kind of enterprise that has kept tht 
United States tht* greatest country in the world 
despite those who drag their feet, the dairy inter-

The best hope for improving the conditions in 
the slums rests with occupants, a disposition by 
others to help, and creation of stable conditions, 
which will induce private capital to invest in 
improvements. 
The main burden will be borne 
by the slum dwellers. 
Those, who rent sub-standard houses, aren’t 
going to have any natural competition if the 
occupants tear up the property and leave it a 
shambles. 
It will be difficult enough to pry 
it out of the federal government. 
The property may be destroyed piecemeal by 
family vandalism or burned to the ground by 
street rioters. 
Neither course induces anyone to build any­ 
thing better. 
Even the federal government with 
all its handouts has some resistance to finan­ 
cing losers. 
If there is a prospect for a profit, the heroic 
efforts of government at any level will not be 
necessary to improve the living standard of 
these people. 
It is as simple as that. 
The same consideration holds for jobs. 
No government, federal, state, county or local, 
is going to be able to encourage any artificial 
allocation of jobs among any class of the Amer­ 
ican people. 
It is an individual problem. 
No one is given a 
job. 
He must earn it and to keep it he often 
must both possess and use skills that others may 
lack or be too indolent to use. 
The private sector can’t be expected to give 
jobs away to ease hard core unemployment. 
It isn’t profitable regardless of the urgency. 
It is true that slum dwellers are caught in a 
vicious circle not always of their own making 
but it isn’t possible to give them what they 
need on a platter. 
They must earn benefits of any permanency. 
The ambitious war on poverty of the Johnson 
administration at its best is nothing more than a 
shot in the arm. It is no cure. 
There aren’t enough dollars available to produce 
a cure. 
Education is the one great hope for the youngsters 
living in the slums. 
This is a long, slow, discouraging process and 
the youngsters themselves must exert the effort 
and persist in it. 
The rest of the nation should be helpful, sympa­ 
thetic and understanding but the major effort 
must be made by those in need. 
The world does not owe them better housing, 
which they are free to destroy; a job even though 
they are unwilling or unable to hold it and a wage 
that permits them to live in the manner to which 
they aspire. 
The most that can be given them is a better op­ 
portunity to earn it. 
That will be a slow process, slower still if the 
slum dwellers go on periodic rages of mass de­ 
struction which both outrage and discourage the 
only persons able to give them any help.
